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WASHINGTON, Rh. C., April 8.—[Special.]— 
Lieut. Danenhower has obtained his leave of 
absence for a year and is devoting bimself 
to the restoration of his health. It is not cer- 
tain that the Jeannette court will not vet en- 
ter upon an inquiry of the charges of the 
lack of discipline among the crew, and es- 
pecially as to the differences alleged to have 
existed between Danenhower and De Long. 
The Secretary of the Navy is reported to 
have been put into possession of charges 
showing that Danenhewer and De Long 
were constantly at cross-purposes. ‘These 
charges say that Danenhower went.on the 
expedition when he knew that he was physi- 
cally incapacitated from duty, and ask that 
he be courtmartialed.

CIVIL SERVICE. 
DEPARTMENT CLERKS REJOICING. 

W AsHIneTon, D. C., April 8.—[Special.]— 
The Civil-Service Commissioners have at 
last found their local habitation in the Agri- 
cultural Department annex. ‘There is little 
doubt that everything will be in readiness to 
put the new law into effecton July 15. The 
ditferent departments will have prepared by 
the end of this month the classified list of 
clerks required by the law. The clerks wel- 
come this new law, which, although Judge 
Thoman has been quoted as saying that there 
is nothing in it which will prevent the turn- 
ing outof every clerk in the Government sery- 
ice, will, according to general ovinion, give 
security to the titles of competent incumb- 
ents. he heads of departments will also be 
glad to shield themselves behind the clause 
of the new law which forbids Congressmen 
making recommendations to office. There 
is much despordency among District of 
Columbia applicants for office| on account of 
the clause which- requires that the offices 
Shali be apportioned among the States ac- 
cording to population. ‘The District has al- 
ready appointments largely in excess of its 
quota. 


THE DOYLE BONDS. 
REVIVING AN OLD QUESTION. 

Wasntvnaton, D. C., April 8.—[Special.]— 
The Sunday Gazette declares that Judge 
Folger made pledges with respect to Doyle 
on account of the Treasury bond-plate, 
which have pot been redeemed, and publishes 
the following as the agreement between the 
Secretary and the representative of Doyle: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
May 16, 1882.—I will at once set about procuring 
a suspension of sentence, Doyle to be on bail. [ 
am authorized to assure him clemency if 
tbrough his means it is proven that the matter 
from which the spurious $1,000 United States 
bond coupon was produced was procured from 
officials or subordinates employed by the United 
States, or otherwise wrongtully obtained from 
within the department. By clemency I mean a 
pardon, and I mean an effort for setting aside 
the Judgment of conviction of Doyle and a noile 
prosequi of the indictment. 

CHARLES J. FOLGER, Secretary. 

One must bear in mind that: this agreement 
was the voluntary action of Folger. It was 
proposed to Folger by friends of Doyle that 
if he would interfere to prevent the convic- 
tion of Doyle, but keep the charge pending 
against him, they would show that not only 
was the plate genuine, but that it had been 
furnished to counterfeiters by Treasury De- 
partment officials. This would have been 
done had not the Treasury Department ring 
brought all their force to bear on Folger to 
cause him to break his voluntary written 
pledge and allow the conviction of Doyle.” 


SECRETARY FOLGER. 
HIS PERSISTENCE IN RETURNING TO WORK. 

WasHineTon, D. C., April 8.—| Special. }] — 
The reason assigned by Judge Folger’s 
friends for his persistence in returning to the 
duties of his office, in spite of the warnings 
of his physician, is that he will not, if he 
can avoid it, give those who wish him to re- 
sign a chance to say that he cannot perform 
his duties, and should yield to those who 
can do so, that the vast business of the Treas- 
ury may move on without delay. It is not 
concealed in high quarters that Mr. Folger’s 
stubboruness ® remaining at the head 
of a department which should, 
in their opinion, be used as a 
vast political engine, but has not been and 
will not be so long as he remains, is an ap- 
noyauce, but the circumstances under which 
he was called into the Cabinet give hima 
right to consult his own pleasure about leav- 
ing it, and they are powerless. The solicitude 
ot Mr. Folger to return to his ofiice is also 
explained as due to the fact that there are 
several important legal questions waiting a 
decision. 

Judge Folger’s love of work and his rapid 
recuperation have triumphed over the ad- 
vice of his physicians, and he is to go back 
to his desk this week, and has abandoned 
his trip to Bermuda. According to the state- 
ments of persons who have just returned 
from Bermuda, the Secretary has wisely 
abandoned that trip, as the weather there re- 
cently has not been suited to invalids; but it 
is doubtful whether Judge Folger has done 
wisely in undertaking to resume his duties 
at the department. He has greatly improved, 
and takes daily horseback rides, but his 
friends insist that he needs a longer period 
of absolute rest.

HOW HE MADE $5,000.

When he was last here, tha General was in- 
terviewed bya man who has been prominent 
in the Greenback party. They talked over 
the political situation, and the Greenbacker 
proposed to the General to again put up his 
name as the Greenback candidate for Presi- 
dent. *Doitif you want to kill me,” said 
Butler, and he gave the Greenback. man to 
understand that there was nothing he so lit- 
tle desired at this time as to be prominently 
identified with anything ing the name of 
a Greenback movement. is playing now 
for the Democratic nominagion. 

THE NEW POSTMASTERGENERAL.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Conflicting Opinions as to the Mieanitng 
of the New Wisconsin License Law. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., April, 8.—[Special.}]— 

With the blunders committed in the matter 

of keeping the records of Cpe mrad and 

the legal questions involve 

rate of liquor licenses for this city, the license 

matter continues to assume and gain impor- 

tance and interest. The investigation in the 

Law Department of the State Government 

has not progressed far enough for it to be 

ascertained with certainty just what the ac- 
tion of the Legislature was in regard to 
licenses, and whether the law, as passed, pro- 
hibits the granting of licenses in 
cities or elsewhere for less than 
$75, or whether, if this law 
did pass, the record is fsufficiently clear and 
intelligible to give it validity. 
by some excellent legal authorities that, 
whether this is the case or not, there is no 
doubt about the law of licenses, and that the 
assumption upon which the City Govern- 
ment of Milwaukee has acted, that the old 
provisions of the charter of that city in re- 
gard to licenses were not affected by the 
State law, is and always was entirely un- 
founded. Itis true that the City Govern- 
ment of Milwaukee has held since the high- 
license law was passed that city licences 
were not affected by it, and no contest was 
had on that point. If legal proceeding had 
ever been instituted and reached the Supreme 
Court, itis believed that tribunal would have 
decided that the State law repealed every 
other law inconsistent with its provisions, 
that the city charter was nierely a State law, 
and that when the Legislature fixed the sum 
of 875 as the minimum fee for a license it 
repealed any provisions in municipal char- 
ters by which $50 or a less sum 
was fixed as the license fee. This ques- 
tion was raised under the old “Graham 
law ”’ in 1872 or 1783, and was decided by the 

Supreme Court. It was claimed that the 

“Graham law” did notapply to cities gov- 

erned by charters with which its provisions 

were in conflict. Bat the Supreme Court 
held that the State Jaw overrode all previous- 
ly adopted city charters, and repealed such 
charter provisions as were in conflict with 
its terms. It is held that the Supreme Court 
Justices will decide, if the question is ever 
raised before them, that the State law mak- 
ing $75 the minimum license fee repealed all 
$50 clauses in city or village charters or 
ordinances previously enacted. It is report- 
ed from Madison that this view of the law 
will be urged on all city authorities in the 

State, including those in Milwaukee, when 

licenses for the ensuing year are to be issued 

in May next. 


‘THE RIVERS. 


Nine Inches of Rain in Twenty-four 
Mours at New Orieans—The Prickly 
Ash on the Rampage. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 8.—[Special.}— 
In the twenty-four hours of Saturday the 
record shows a rainfall of nine and’ seven- 
hundredths inches, and it rained all of Sun- 
day till sunset. The break at Gouldsboro is 
stillopen. A large force of men have been 
at work night and day bulkheading the gap. 
Late last night it was found the water had 
eaten out the earth in front of the timbers, 
and they floated away. This compelled a 
change of base, and a large force 
of men employed by the Morgan 
& Pacific Railroad are erecting a new 
dike,. with every prospect of success 
by noon tomorrow. Half of the Degiero sub- 
urbs are under water, and the streets are 
passable: on!y with skiffs. In frontof the 
city the water fell two inches, probably on 
account of the diversion of the water through 
the crevasse. Breaks occurred yesterday in 
the levees at Angelina, above Bonnet Carre, 
at Hester and Homestead, near College Point, 
in St. James. All of the East Bank Railroad 
gangs were ndved promptly to these points 
of danger, ai™ the breaks were speedily 
closed. 

OWINGSVILLE, Ky., April 8—The little 
stream of Prickly Ash rose rapidiy yester- 
day. Martin Manin, a toll-gate keeper, 


attempted to cross it with three children on 


a log crossing, when the water swept them 
off and drowned all four. The bodies were 
not recovered.

of an empire, it is safe to say that no com- 
mercial ceutre of the entire land has natu- 
rally a keener concern for the protection as 
well as for the development of all these 
varied interte Thos have been found 
continually _ e of the ablest of 
Northwestern lle men, and always 
the strongest publit janrnals, from time to 
time, protesting with vigor against eficroach- 
ments, and putting forth their strongest en- 
deavors to protect the sotk from being de- 
spoiled from actual settlers}.while the ef- 
forts which have been made by all coin- 
bined to induce actual settlement upon the 
lands and forthe reduction of the virgin 
prairies to the purposes of man, have been as 
remarkable as the results have been won- 
derful. In the way of protecting the domain, 
the individual action of Northwestern public 
men has, as a rule, been consistent to such 
aim and purpose. One of the things which 
the enemies of ex-Senator Windom, in the 
successful campaign made against him last 
winter—out of all the means employed to 
compass his defeat—were not able to bring 
against him was thatin all the schemes for 
absorbing—to use a mild term—the public 
territory, they were not ableto show that he, 
though surrounded by every opportunity, 
had ever profited thereby, as have notorious- 
ly many others, with far less opportunity or 
possible excuse. 

THE RECENT PUBLICATIONS 
in Tax TRIBUNE on this subject have hada 
keen and eager interest throughout the en- 
tire Northwest. Stretching across the con- 
tinent, throughout the gigantic grants of the 
Northern Pacific, are scattered of our best

They see granted to rich and powerful cor- 
porations each alternate section of the richest 
farming lands of the world, which it would 
be a biessing untold to have in the hands of 
actual settlers from the over populated cities. 
The astonishing figures in the aggregate, as 
Tue Trisune published them, of how the 
public domain has been dissipated, 
came to all such persons with peculiar 
force. It is also safe to say that no pub- 
lication of like widespread. interest has been 
recently made; andas a result, from Michi- 
gan on the East, snug up to the Rocky 
Mountains at the West, and taking in the ter- 
ritory between, wide stretching in range 
from North to South, the topic is a live and 
general one. Accordingly, the writer has 
found,.on a Visit to the principal land 
agencies of this region, a surprising interest 
in the topic among those more immediately 
concerned, Buta further step in these ex- 
posurea, ripe to be taken, made with due cau- 
tion, has been made to yield astounding results, 
as showing how the Government treasures have 
been poured into the coffers of a few individ- 
uals, even aé the public domain has been gob- 
bied up by corporate grants. The investigations 
indicated warrant the naming of what is re- 
ferred to as 
THE PINE-TIMBER SWINDLES 

of the Northwest. The lumber-manufacturing 
industry is so gigantic and extended that the 
mere mention of it attracts attention. Ffuily 53 
per cent, itis estimated, of all the remaining 
valuable lands in Government control is 
timber or mineral iand. In the latter, owing to 
the great care with which it is guarded by the 
miperal-land laws and by the peculiarly et- 
tective steps which miners take to protect them- 
selves and one another, wrong-doing and plun- 
dering ia reduced toa minimum. But with tne 
former there is reason to believe tuat a rigid in- 
vestigation of the operation of the Land-Oflices 
in the districts where large extents of timber 
lands are Lelng disposed of would disclose some 
of the most systematic and pyaatic plundering 
yet unear —& system which has been going 
on from the very opening of any of the Gov- 
ernment timber lands to the so-called “ mar- 
ket” in the great forests of the whuie Lake re- 
gion. " 

Let the reader open a map of Minnesota and 
Wisconsin and the Upper Peninsula ef Michi- 
gan. The vast timber tracts were originally 
embraced tn a belt averaging some 200 miles in 
width southward from the boundary between 
the United States and Canada. An informant 
of large experience, bimscif a lifelong oper- 
ator, and who has amassed an immonse fortune, 
estimates that of Michigan pine langs, less than 
1 ver cent remains still in the Government oon- 
trol, and that the percentage is Dut little greater 
for Wisconsin. < 

THE MINNESOTA LANDS, 
although of large percentage, are yet. it is be- 
lieved, so securcly in the bands of a gigantic 
timber ring . the 
amounts to a very — 
ernment ought to have 
the investigation of 
this ring, and an attempt to unravel 
the secret methods in which the operations 
are conducted, that have enga the atteation 
shown in this article. Tné Government pian 
for disposing of timber lands is diametrically 
the opposit of the policy reiative to the farming 
lands. The latter, it ia insisted, shali go into the 
hands of individuals, who by the operations of 

Homestead, P ption, or Timber-Cuiture 
laws are bound up by the most exacting regu- 
iations to make actual settiements. If by any of 
the many tricks these lands get into the bands 
of rich speculators, though the poor home- 
steader may have been obliged,to save himself or 
family from starvation, to sell gut his “ claim,” 
the cry offraud goes up, and the’ Land-Oitice 
agents and ietectives are put dpoo the scent 
instantiy. But the timber lands are system- 
atically Ogured into the hands of the few rich. 
Every detail in the management or the Lnterior 
Department, from ite b clear down to the in- 
side operations of the Land-U is based on 
the principle that the timberis to go to the 
wealthiest.

This *‘sale’’ was a miserable failure. It would 
not haVe paid an auctioneer l per centon an 
overstock of breath. The exact figures could 
be obtained at the Land Office, but the profits 
wouldn't pay the hotel expenses of a Govern- 
ment agentio look it up, nor half of the ex- 
peuses of advertising the sale, ([t is easy to sup- 
ape that Uncie Sam and bis agents were great- 
y cbagrined at the result. So were a number 
of gentlemen living, iu the East, woo, having 
heard of a chance to bid on some Goverument 
timber land, and, being what the “inside 
fellows" would call “green,” had come 
on to make bona fide bids at the 
gale. Some, perhaps, bad even goneto the ex- 
pense Of baving explorers go over the tract and 

latit. Such were exceedingly chagrised when, 
n spite of et pees, they could not get high 
enough in bidding to getan acre of the land. 
Bui all except the wise ones were astonisbed to 
tiod chat, aotwithstanding many pieces were bid 
off, comparatively few were actually taken and 
paid for when the sale ciosed. But surprise will 
nut express the na J of such when they learn, 
as they may have learned ere this, that the 
larger part of that land was secured at $1.26 per 
acre, instead of selling for 812 to $20 per acre, 
the price they would bave been willing to pay. 
lt is thie “after record’ which discloses the ex- 
tent to which such bidders iu good faith were 
duped and the jiands obtained at the merely 
pominai price by a tew favored ones.

WHAT THE LAND 18 WORTH. 

That is to say, upon the “ sale" the Govorn- 
ment realized $10,072.38. The iands were proba- 
bly actually worth, in the auction market, an 
average of $15 per acre, or a total of $228,721.06, 
and perbaps any one of fifty persons responsi- 
ble and with the cash in band would at the sale 
have been willing to take the whole at that fg- 
ure if there had been no other way to possess 
them for iess. Timber on the étulmp in that 
region—stumpage—is actually worth in the 
lumber market $3 per thousand feet. con- 
fidential estimates of the e@urveyors and ex- 
piorers on portions of these lands were 40,000 
feet to the acre, or a total, if lt would run that 
high, or even approximately, of over 
60,000 feet, worth well above §$1,500,- 
OOU, at the lowest figures. This St. 
Cloud sale is only used by way of illustration. 
As a matter of fact, a more recent one at the 
Duluth Land-Otlice was of much greater d!men- 
sions. When it was over, and the “ private-en- 
try’’ method had been applied with success, and 
the lands so obtained duly divided and shared, 
it was the private boast of one of the iargest 
* purchasers” that his stumpage cost bim a lit- 
tle under 3% cents per 1,000 feet. e same in- 
dividual turned around and sold out about 50 
per ceut of his timber by acreage to an actual 
manufacturer who bad not been able to get “ou 
the inside’ for $2.75 per 1,000 feet. He wouid 
not sell the other 50 per cent for iess than $3. 

ln a transaction in which he had made bun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars be bad been scarce- 
ly to any expense, had invested Ouly a few bun- 
dred dollars in the “entry” (at $1.25 per acre), 
and had nottouched one footof timber or set 
his own foot on an acre of theland. Isita 
wonder, then, that muaguitficent palaces line the 
wildest of the lumbering regions, and untold 
fortunes are piled up like magic in the metrop- 
olis of the region of Government timber lands? 
Or that those interested in 80 gigantic a scheme 
should see« to divert attention by cries of out- 
rages and frauds against the homestead laws, the 
fortunes gained under which are limited to 
homes for the struggling poor, who have fled 
from the overcrowded hast or from the perse- 
cutions aud the impoverishing systems of for- 
eigu lands. 

THE MODUS OPERANDL 

To uproot and ferret out gthe methods by 
which this is accomplished may baffle the best 
public effort thatcan be put forth. Certainly 
informatuon to do so must be obtained from the 
“inside.”” Two plansare known to be in use at 
this time the exact operations of which are 
ditfieult to describe, but they way be generally 
outlined. Both are based on the law permit- 
ting lands to be taken at “ private entry” after 


| they have been once offered at public sale. 


By the first, bowus or straw bidders are 
employed to run the lands up higher 
than any one can afford to pay. Thus we will 
say that at the sale above referred to the op- 
erators who have set out to secure the lands at 
*“ private entry ’’ only are on hand, together with 
lumbermen and capitalists from the Rast, may- 
be, who expect to really go into an open Bale to 
the highest bidder. Both parties bave had the 
lands, which have been widely advertised, care- 
fully explored dnd  ~piatted, and both 
know to a foot just bow muen pine 
timber there is on ws section of any 
township which will ve «Offered. Both 
operators “spot” the lands they want, the *in- 
side” man what he will not permit any outsider 
to get. the outsider, what he will get, ia his 
mind, if money will buy it. The saie opens. The 
outsider is permitted to get here and there a 
slice, low perhaps, but still not low enough for 
the other, who knows atrick or two the other 
doesn’t dream of. On the desirabie land the 
bidding Is very spirited, but the inside man, 
through other bidders, runs it up bevond the 
reach of the boidest outsider. The sale over, 
the outsider, having paid for his small pur- 
coases, departs, minus the fine tracts he ex- 
pected to wet. Very early the next morning the 
insidé Operator findsto his surprise (?) that the 
bidders who run up certain of the 
lands to a hich figure, have not 
paid for the same. He accordingly enters here 
and there at the “private entry” price. An- 
other “inside’’ man aiso makes entries, and 
another, and avpother, until al the land is 
covered. The other plan is an actual meeting 
or conference ana..ayreement not to ruu the 
land up, or agreeifig as to what shall go to cer- 
tain persons. The jatter is said to have been the 
pian used at the recent great sale at Duluth, by 
whicb immense tracts were secured at not ex- 
“ceeding 84 peracre. Hut either or any plan cau 
only be used very adroitly, or by connivance, 60 
stringent are the statutes. 

Tne." divvy’’ wouid appear dificult to make, 
‘and from any list of sales would seem to be 
unequal. Thus, in the St. Cloud sale, we see 
that, although all paid the same price, the quan- 
tities secured were widely different, ranging 
from a few hundred acres each to Welsh, Fowler, 
Pillspury, and Gordon, to over 6,000 acres to T. 
B. Walker, toe Minneapolis lumber milionaire. 
The fact is that in certuia cases it is all made 
satisfactory and equitable by this méans: In 
agreeing to the lands reward ia bad to the loca- 
tion of the operator. Thus, if of 10,000 acres 
only 160 were accessible to the stream leading to 
Jotbn Smith's mill, market, or stream, 16) is all 
he would want, and Biil Jones would get the 
rest. The next “saie”’’ might even the tn:ng all 
up by tapping Smith's region and missing Jones. 

LET SOMETHING BE DONE. 

In the Soreqonag are outlined what it is be- 
lieved would be found, on proper investigation, 
a most extended system of fraud upon the Gov- 
ernment, Dy which the most gigantic fortunes 
have been amassed and remain to be gathered 
in the future, and by a very few persons. Under 
it the pubiic domaip is not only being dissipated 
as rapidiy as by railroad grants, but there are 
features still more ebjectionabie, if pussible, 
thao in those abuses. The persons reaping the 
fruits are fewer In number. They build mansions 
and pile up inaividual fortunes which tend to 
aristocracy and oppression.of the poor. If the 
timber only’ was sold the land would remain 
for the settler in many years after, 
some day, would reclaim iit and, 
the far future, bring it under cultivation and 
settiement. If it may be sold at $1.25 per acre 
let the settler havea chance at it, and push 
civilization into the northward wila. The rich 
operators combine and keep lumber high. The 
pioneer must have lumber cheap or be cannot 
build. But bo matter whether the operator pay 
30 cents or $8 a thousand tor his timber, his 
lumber is the same in price, say an average of 
$15 per thoasand, in the market, kept their by 
combination, which drives the settler from the 
timbered region into the farther territory,where 
lumber is no higher, but where the dug-out is 
cheaper than any other method, and as degrad- 
ing and debassing as it is cheap. 


THE INDIANS. 


Ju and Loco, with Two Hundred Fol- 
lowers, Are Making Things Lively in 
Mexico—American Troops Trying to 
Preveat Their BReturn—The MicComas 
Murder. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., April 8.—A Dispatch from 
New Mexico says: Indians have been seen 
on the plains between Lordsburg and the 
Gila, and tracks are reported in several 
places, but no deptedations have been heard 
of. Capt. Eskridge with Company K, Twen- 
ty-third Infantry, from Fort Bayard, has just 
returned from an unsuccessful scout of the 
Gila after Indians.

Mexican troops 
are out after them, and it is now Gen, Mce- 
Kenzile’s and Crook’s alm to guard the 
frontier and prevent the hostiles from re- 
crossing into Arizona and New Mexico.

THE REV. ARTHUR LITTLE. 


The Verdict of Last Tuesday. 

The Rey. Arthur Little preached at the 
New Engiand Congregational Cnurch last 
evening, taking as his subject, “The Verdict 
of Last Tnesday.”’ 

He commenced his discourse by saying that 
the result of the late election bad the appear- 
ance of defeat for the friends of law and 
order and truth and righteousness. There 
were defeats, however, which carried with 
them the germs of future suecess,and this had 
been one of them. It had not been a battle 
of a day or of a brief political campaign, buta 
part of the old fight which had been reaching 
through the ages—the fight between right and 
wrong. ‘The lines had been aperety drawn, 

the issues ordinarily involved in politi- 
cal campaigns had received little attention. 
The question had had a mora! rather than a 
political aspect, and in such cases it bad 
been reasonable to expect that the majority 
would have been on the side it was. Le did 
not, however, wish to be understood as 
Suying that every person who voted for 
Mayor Harrison favored vice, nor yet was 
the converse true; but, nevertheless, the 
fight had been one of virtue against vice, 
and Mr. Harrison had stood as the leader 
and representative of the vicious and lawless 
classes in the city. 

From this the speaker went on to say that 
by the vote of last tuesday the majority of 
the vo of Chicago had declared them- 
selves in favor of the perpetuation of. vice, 
crime, robbery, and the “levee” and saloon 
power.* In other words, Chicago had been 
Gree this reputation, and in the reélection of 

r. Harrison by an increased majority the 
reputation, whether deserved or not, had 
been sustained—at least such a verdict had 


———w 


gone forth to the world. * Think 
of it,” he said, “Chicago declaring 
in favor of appetite instead of 


reason; the lower nature instead of the high- 
er; the animal instead of the intellectual and 
spiritual—a city surrendering itself to the 
dominance of sensuality!’ This could but 
be the interpretation of the people outside— 
of strangers—in view of the distinctness 
with which the lines had been drawn and 
the character of the issues presented, 

But, the speaker argued, there was another 
aspect to the decision rendered. it had been 
the most encouraging and insuring cam- 
paign witnessed for years to the fnends of 
truth. The position of the reform 
party had been - dmirable on .ac- 
count of its high moral tone, 
and the discussions brought about had done 
a great deal toward purifying the moral 
atmospnere, clarifying the vision, educating 
the people, strengthening the mperance 
sentiment, and unifying and inspiring with 
new courage the friends uf law, order, and 
good government. In short, it had been as 
the coms ot Christ with His sword, and the 
fighting of the battle which had always to be 
fought before any lasting peace could be 
secured. ‘T'wo effects had already been seen 
upon the Mayor himself. First, his unwar- 
ranted assaults upon the clergy and 
churches of the city showed that 
he feared their influence and power, 
and what a man feared the rule was that he 
would ultimately learn torespect. Secondly, 
there was a prospect that even he would be- 
come a virtuous Mayor if his more than or- 
dinary fulsome promises of reform which 
had been made since the election could be re- 
lied upon. ‘There was, in view of these facts, 
therefore, no reason for discouragement, 
especially since the late campaign had been 
but a brief episode in a long and earnest 
fight. ‘The principles which had been repre- 
sented by Judge Cary, like all moral forces, 
made progress slow!), but, like good leaven, 
surely. 

In conclusion, the speaker contended that 
the lessons learned from last Tuesday were 
that we should not put our trust in majori- 
ties, for in cosmopolitan cities the majority 
could hardly be expected to occupy a high 
moral ground, or hardly allow moral ques- 


tions to have a bearing in municipal 
aifairs without a tedious prior edu- 
cation fitting the eople for the 
duties of citizenship. It taught us also 


that we should be patient, firm, persistent, 
hopeful, uncompromising—remembering that 
the battle was not ours, but God’s. It fur- 
ther taught the need of the utmost diligence 
and activity onthe part of good people in the 
establishing and waintaining of mission 
schools and other agencies for so teaching 
and training the children in youth of our 
city that when they became ofage they 
could be relied upon by their influence and 
by their vote to promote the purity and de- 
fend the integrity and honor of the wunici- 
pality. The conflict might be along and sore 
one, but the sword would ultimately be 
sheathed, and the promised peace would be 
universal. 


THE REV. 8S. H. GURTEEN. 


Church Guilds. 
The Rev. S. Humphreys Gurteen preached 
yesterday morning in Trinity Episcopal 
Church, corner of Michigan avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street, taking for his subject 
** Church Guilds,” and speaking without a 
text. Hesaid that it was wonderful to con- 
template the great growth of attention to the 
spiritual and temporal needs of the poorer 
classes in England and America. During 
the long and dreary years when the Church 
of England was exclusive and controlled by 
priests who cared for their own enjoyment 
and were not willing to sacrifice their 
pleasures for the benefit of others, the people 
thought that Christ and his angels were 
asleep. Then the poor, especially in the 
large cities, were neglected and grew up in 
positive infidelity and worse sensuality. 
In England today is was different, and the 
chureh exhibited commendable zeal in its 
work ‘among the lower classes.’ ‘nere had 
been established churches for workingmen 
and workingmen’s clubs, and ail this showed 
an awakening. It was the result of a move- 
ment started by broad, catholic minded men, 
and today it was doing more good than any 
similar movement. It was securing social 
and moral reforms, It was building tene- 
ment-houses in such a manner that those 
within their walls would be raised up by 
their pleasant surroundings. 
The guild represented the awakening, and 
it was affecting the religious, moral, and so- 
gial reformation of the masses. It was the 
oldest of Engiand’s institutions, having been 
founded in the eleventh century. ‘There 
were then guilds of clergymen and guilds of 
laymen. The objects were mutual union 
and godliness—not eating and drinking. The 
Reformation shook the guild system to its 
very foundation, as the laymen were super- 
stitious, but subséquently the Church of En- 
giand’s common sense overcame this, and 
the guild again became a grand, strong, and 
noble institution. 
The guild should bea help to the clergy- 
man and to the vestry, and should go within 
the chureh doors, becoming a coworker in 
the parish. In America the guild was a sin- 
gle orgauzation within the parish, composed 
of men, women, and children under the 
jeadership of the rector, each doing his or 
her work, and banded together tor charity 
and other objects. They should take the 
brightness and harmony of happy homes 
into the despair and gioom of the hovels, 
and they had four duties to perform.

THE REV. W. C. WILLING. 


Church Extension and City Missions. 

At the Centenary Methodist Church, Mon- 
roe street, near Morgan, the Rev. W. C. Will- 
ing preached yesterday morning from the 
text: 


But when thou makest a feast, call the poor, 
the maimed, the lame, the blind.—Luke, 14, ziii. 


Jesus, dining on the Sabbath day at the 
house of a Pharisee, was called upon by the 
multitude outside to heala man having the 
dropsy, and the company at table appear- 
ing displeased thereat the Lord gave them 
a lesson in behavior. Pure religion is the 
essence of courtesy, and Christianity is full 
of the gentlest amenities. The Pharisees 


who were present and heard 
Christ on that occasion were ‘doubtless 
society people from the best circles. 


The host was a popular man, very respecta- 
bie, and strictly religious; but Jesus said to 
him: “ Take a lesson in divine hospitality. 
You are dwarfed by your prejudices and 
made narrow by. your so-called respectabil- 
ity. Your pletyis onty the shroud for a 
dead heart. Awake and see things as they 
are. Through the eyes of the Son of Man 
look at social life and its chances. ‘Though 
the guests be the suffering, the coarsely clad, 
or those calloused by work, bring them in. 
They know thatl was born in a stable.” 
The Master’s program should be carried out 
by us. True Christians sheuld go not only 
tu those who need them, but to those who 
need them most. He pointed to the 
needy of Chicago. With nearly 700,000 
people, there are but 231 churches. Allow- 
ing each church a congregation of 400, there 
are five people out of church toone in. There 
are 460,000 churchless, prayeriess, godless 
people in Chicago. These figures stand for 
something worse than Pandora’s box. ‘They 
mutter of something worse than the plagues 
of Egypt—not of happy homes, moderate 
taxes, and business prosperity, but of the 
Suuday theatres, the 4,000 whisky dens, and 
brass bands leading Communists to beer-gar- 
dens. It should be observed that the most 
crime was committed on Sunday. He in- 
stanced the murder of Policeman Wright by 
the negro Davis Dec. 3, and reeited the th rill- 
ing hunt of the 159 officers and thousands of 
citizens fur the murderer. The sinks and 
“daco-shops” of the city are filled with 
criminals who prowl about:at night like 
hyenas. One person of every forty-two in 
Chicago is a drunkard. Surely we are not 
doing our best to improve the condition of 
things. Last year the total gain in Sunday- 
school attendance was only 836, while the 
pro rata inecreaseeshould have been 7,400. 
Over 20 per cent of our criminals in confine- 
ment are children. He stood there to plead 
forthe thousands of boys and girls who 
wanted shoes, clothing, hats, medicine, in- 
struction, and Christ. As the home, so the 
city, the State, and the nation. He showed 
by figures how expensive was the care 
of the city’s crime, and how poor an in- 
vestment of money it was. He rep- 
resented the Chureh Extension and City 
Mission Society, composed of two laymen 
and a pastor from each chureh within 
twelve miles of the Court-House, and ex- 
plained their system at length, stating that 
their principal vantage for work was 
through the Sunday-schools and pastoral 
Visiis. Missions cost less than policemen. 
The saloons of Chicage placed closely tw- 
gether side by side would stretch a distance 
of fifteen miles. Churches near the homes 
of common people must be had. He ealled 
attention again to the darker side of the 
city’s life. At the last election the churches, 
the newspapers, the temperance people, and 
the friends of law and order were out- 
voted by 10,000 majority. Why? Be- 
cause there are sixteen saloons to 
one church. He quoted the tev. 
Herrick Johnson to the effect that 1,180 
young men and women were counted enter- 
ing one den of infamy between 7 o’clock and 
midnight. Hecould not tell half the tale, 
nor dare he urcover and describe what he 
himself bad seen and heard. But he wished 
to arouse Christian pity and human disgust. 
if one of his hearers had for a mother a 
plasphemer, for a father a sot, and had 
started life in a cellar with nothing near that 
would not debase, what might have been the 
result? The speaker related a few anec- 
dotes illustrating his experience in reclaim- 
ing the children, and showed the noble 
results of the society’s work, closing with a 
pathetic appeal for the city missions.

THE REV. J. SPENCER KENNARD. 


Loving the World. 

The Rev. J. Spencer Kennard delivered a 
short sermon yesterday morning on “ Loving 
the World” toa large congregation in the 
Fourth Baptist Church. He said simple 
morality had to do with the conscience, and 
amoral man, guided by conscience alone, 
was not thereby a Christian. A man should 
be moral because the Scriptures commanded 
it. and his conscience should be a temple for 
the indwelling of God. Those people 
who love God are the best 
exemplars of Christianity. The injunc- 
tion of the Savior of mankind “To 
love not the world” never meant that we 
should retire into convents and caves or 
make hermits of ourselves. The physical 
world, with its birds, and flowers, and won- 
derful natural beauties, was not in the mind 
of our Lord. He meant the things of this 
world which are sensuous. The speaker 
said that there is a prevalent idea existing 
among what are known as advanced think- 
ers that this is the worst kind of a world 
that could be created, and a gloomy view is 
taken of it by these pessemists. Rightly 
viewed, a manu can see nothing in this world 
but beauty. It is a world to love, but it must 
be loved as Christ loved it. It was the duty 
of Christians to lift up the people, make 
them better, and speed them on the way to 
glory. ‘The great danger to Christians lay in 
an attachment to the pleasures of this world. 
jt was daily seen in the pride of life, the os- 
tention, the glaring dispiay, the love of dress, 
aud the subserviency to wealth. 

The speaker gave. an illustration of the 
pride of life and ostentation by reference to 
the recent masked bail given by Vanderbilt 
in New York. Vanderbilt, he said, had no 
claim upon society, moral or intellectual. It 
was simply his enormous wealth that at- 


tracted people. His net was  baitea 
with gold, and the aristocracy were 
caught. He had an ambition to conquer 


New York society with the pride of his 
life, and hundreds bowed down before it. 
At this ball were exhibited many of the 
characters seen in the licentious opera- 
bouffe. Delicate viands were furnished, the 
rarest flowers shed their perfume, and the 
senses and the passions were excited for 
hours together. No iy or worthy motive 
had anything to do with this display. It was 
essentially a wordly spirit that projected 
and carried out this masquerade, and when 
the zlare of day broke the great majority of 
thuse who attended went away worn and dis- 
gusted at the show. Angels must have wept 
if — looked at such ascene. It was such 
a world as this, the speaker said, that Christ 
tells us we shall not love.

The speaker said that it is a great fault of 


very necessary thing was for a man to get. 
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| This fact springs from man’s natural aspira- 
tions, and is fostered by the eulogies of rhap- 
sodists. Man soon learns that he is under 
limitations. He finds there is such a thing 
as impossibility to a creature made in 
God’s image, and many grand lives 
are ruined by this discovery. They become 
discouraged and yield to the inevitable. Tnis 
was Jeremiah’s condition of mind when God 
answered him in the words of,the text. The 
speaker stated that he wished to present the 
subject in threé or four different lights: 
First, if the ways of men cannot be found 
out by the human intellect, how can we 
hope to fathom the powers of the Infinit,? 
There is something about man that always 
surprises us. There are no two souls made 
exactly alike. You cannot understand what 
men will do, and dare not deal with them as 
with exact quantities. If you know so little 
about man, is it not fair to suppose that you 
cannot understand God His ways?’ It is 
for us, then, toabandon our profuse criticism 
of the Almighty. Second, if the light trials 
of life are so difficult to bear, how shail we 
endure the graver ones ? When 
little every-day matters of disappointment 
rob us of our patience, how shall we do 
when we go down into the darkness and 
drink the bitter waters of affliction? At 
such times we need the undergirding of the 
Almighty, the background of ivinity. 
Third, if the lighter and more common sins, 
suci,as straying from the truth and slander- 
ing @ur neighbors, we are powerless to over- 
come, how shall we strengthen our arm to 
fight down the more potent and deadly sins ? 
Sin isatremendous power. ‘There is in it 
much more aggressiveness than in virtue. 
W herever crime fortifies itself the stench from 
the filth pervades even to the opposing forces, 
and infects and injures them. In New York 
the other day thousands followed the body 
of aruftian and a murderer to the grave 
with tears and flowers. In Boston 15,000 
people gathered together to witness 
a prize-fight. We are bad enough 
in Chicago, but not as bad as that. 
How can, we expect, when we pay so little 
attention’ to the minor morais, to have 
strength to battle with intrenched, forti- 
fied evil? If we are to have such strength 
we must get beneath the shadow of God. 
Fourth, if the little and ordinary rebukes of 
conscience cannot be endured, how shall we 
endure the great unchecked rebuke that 
must some day come? When we find it 
necessary to choke and stifle our conscience 
to avoid the pain‘it can give us, is it not 
wisdom for us to make preparation against 
that day when it shail refuse longer to be 
checked and restrained, but shall torture us 
with all its accusing power ? 


THE REV. DR. SCUDDER. 


The Survival of the Soul. 

The topic of the Rev. Dr. Scudder, pastor 
of the Plymouth (Congregational) Churenh, 
yesterday morning was ** The Survival of the 
Soul.” He took as his text: 

Then shall the dust return unto the earth as it 
was, and the spirit shall return unto God who 
gave it.—Ecclesiastes, vii., 7. 

The principle of curiosity, he said, was im- 
planted in human nature. Curiosity led an 
analysis, and analysis opened up to us many 
valuable results. Man was the centre of 
Nature, and if it be impogant that he analyze 
the* things that existed around him, how 
much more necessary was it that he should 
analyze himself—find out what he was 
made of and what he was made for? The 
text supplied the elements. The two con- 
stituents, dust and spirit, stand in absolute 
contrast, yet, combined, they form one per- 
sonality—man. The meanness of the material 
could not be compared with the marvelous- 
ness of the structure. Outof the dust had 
arisen the highest form ot beauty. and into 
this body, endowed with an animal soul, 
God had put a spirit which was of different 
origin from man’s body. Spirit was an 
essence, a substance made in the likeness of 
God, and installed in high dominion over the 
realm of physical things. The body was to 
go back to its original dust, but the spirit was 
not to do that. It was the last and best 
thing God made—His greatest work. How 
mysterious was the unity of this dust body 
and rational spirit. How eounld dust and 
spirit combine to form' one person—man ? 
The only answer was, they did. Low could 
dust and spirit act one upon the other? ‘The 
only answer was, they did. How could they 
combine and constitute or perfect a har- 
mony? He didn’t know, bat they did. No 
mystery of Revelation was greater. 

Jisintegration was the destiny of the body. 
God didn’t make the body originally to die. 
‘The seriptural statement wasclear on that 
point. it was created under the law of pro- 
gression, but sin introduced a retrograding 
law, and the noble edifice was to fall into 
ruin. 

But the soul would survive the body. Did 

any one doubt that? He then went on to 
show that there was no ground for mistake 
in regard to this great truth, basing his argu- 
ment upon these premises: ‘lhe spirit had 
already outlived several bodies; it was a ra- 
tional substance, the aversions and aspira- 
tions of man’s soul; it was of a moral na- 
ture, the doctrine being opposed to all evil 
andin harmony with all good. The man 
who denied a tuture existence sank lower 
than the heathen, because they believed in it 
in some torm. 
In conclusion he urged his hearers to ac- 
cept the lesson of the text. We lived under 
the operation of two unchangeable laws. 
One was that the body must die and return 
to the earth; the other that the spirit must 
return to the God who gave it. These laws 
were calculated to fill sinful men and women 
with terror. ‘They were afraid to die, and 
stand at the Divine tribunal. They couid not 
change the laws or escape from their opera- 
tion. But Christ was the supreme law given. 
If they secured Him, He wonld expiate their 
sins here and answer for them in Heaven, 
and reclotbe the disembodied spirit.

THE BLUNDERING BEGINS. 

The difficulties which the Democrats are 
encountering in planning how to deal with 
the tariff question are fully illustrated by the 
almost Inudicrous somerset thrown by the 
New York Sun. But afew days ago it was 
deprecating any debate or committal on the 
subject of free trade or protection. These it 
said were abstractions, ideal issues which it 
was useless for a practical party to attempt 
tosettie. Butit hasin arecent leading edi- 
torial reversed its position. “The free 
trade enthusiasts,” itsays, ‘“‘are after all 
rightin their idea that tne true platform for 
the Democracy is a tariff for revenue only,” 
but it adds that thisis only half the truth. 
Its own-—the true—platform it then an- 
nounces to be: 5 

First—A tariff for revenue only, and 

Second—A tariff the only source of rev- 
enue. 

This platform for the abolition of the inter- 
nal-revenue system is thought to be the joint 
product of Mr, Dana, Mr. Dorsheimer, who 
is now traveling with Mr. Dana, and Mr. Ran- 
dall, to whose political fortunes they are 
both committed. This enuncfation of doc- 
trine is most welcome because it puts the 
Democracy just where they belong—as the 
party of free whisky and free tobacco-chew- 
ing. lt ranges the party alongside of the 
Mayor of Chicago, and summons to its aid 
all the bummer eleménts of the country. 

Nothing could make the pitiable financial 
record of the Democratic party so symmetric- 
ally contemptible as the abolition of the taxes 
on whisky and tobacco. Whisky being the 
mainspring of crime and wretchedness, the 
Democrats, by elective affinity, want to make 
it cheaper, and more abundant, and more 

vailable for the destruction of body and soul 
No fiscal motive whatever 


All civilized nations levy them. They con- 
tain none of the discrimination between 
classes of taxpayers that make many of our 
tariff taxes so objectionable: They fall on 
luxuries. Whisky adds so much to the bur- 
dens of the State in the maintenance of 
prisons, poorhouses, and the deterioration 
of the general welfare, that itiaastatesman’s 
duty to make it contribute the last cent pos- 
sibleto the revenue. On broader grounds 
of policy, it would be the effortof true states- 
manship to make It dearer, and not cheaper. 

Noone who has watched Mr. Randall’s 
tortuous career in public life as the real rep- 
resentative of syndicates of Pennsylvania 
manufacturers while posing as the ostensible 
representative of those who have to buy of 
these syndicates would expect anything fair 
and straightforward in this declaration of 
policy. ‘The complete disingenuvusness of 
the “free trade’ declaration by Mr. Randall 
and Mr. Dana appears at once from the Sun’s 
succeeding statement that “a revenue 
tariff will Impose an average of 40 to 45 per 
cent duty on all imported goods.” This isa 
higher average duty than that of any tariff 
this country has ever had! The average of 
the late tariff was at its highest in 1868, when 
it was only 44 per cent. It has since then 
been reduced. The tariff enacted by the last 
Congress is expected to average about 30 to 
The embargo in the war with 
Engiand carried the duties up to 6 per 
cent, but that was not tariff, but war. 

Here are Democratic finance and straight- 
forwardness illustrated. The would-be head of 
the party in the coming Congress proposes to 
give us reform by making whisky as free of 
tax &3 water, and proposes to give us free 
trade by increasing the present tariff to a 
higher figure than even the thick-and-thin 
protectionists have had the courage to adopt. 

The free trade of the Randall-Dana Dem- 
ocracy is a stiffer protection than that of 
Kelley and Morrill! 

The reform of the new Democracy spawned 
by Randall, and Dana, and Dorsheimer is free 
—what? Free trade? No, itis free whisky! 

That the Democrats would make so 
huge blunder when they got into power we 
allknew. Fewthought they would begin as 
promptly as this to show their ears through 
fheir borrowed robes of reform. A Demo- 
cratic platform of free whisky and a higher 
tariff than the United States has ever had 
surpasses our fondest hopes of the Demo- 
cratic capabilities for blundering. 

LASS A SS LE ATTA EE Or 
BANKRUPTCY LEGISLATION. 

One of the subjects neglected by the late 
Congress was the enactinent of a National 
bankrupt law. The increase of failures and 
the various symptoms of extension of credit 
and overspeculation by the trading class 
will force it again on Congtess and the coun- 
try. Inasmuch as the Lowell bill, which was 
strongly pressed for passage last year, was 
based on the system in use in England it is 
wotth notice that Parliament is now engaged 
inan attempt to remodel completely the 
English Bankrupt law, and reform the in- 
tolerable abuses which have grown up in the 
administration of insolvencies in that coun- 
try. 

There as here the question is whether pro- 
ceedings in case of bankruptcy shall be 
eonducted by the courts or by the courts 
aided by special officers of the Gov- 
ernment, whether the creditors shall be 
left to manage the matter as one of essen- 
tially private interest, or whether cognizance 
shall be taken by the State of failure to pay 
debts as a thing of public concern. The 
measure proposed at the last session by the 
report of Senator Ingalis’ committee to the 
Senate gave the settlement of bankruptcies 
to the United States courts. The Lowell 
bill, on the other hand, put it in the hands of 
Officials belonging to the courts and who 
were assisted by the Judges when they need- 
ed judicial determination of rules of prac- 
tice. As Senator Hoar in defending the 
Lowell bill expressly stated that it “is the 
bankruptey system of Great Britain and 
America carefully modified,” it is pertinent 
to call the attention of those who are seeking 
for a cheap, safe, and just way of relieving 
unfortunate debtors from the consequences 
of their misfortunes and at the same time 
diminishing the fraud of the present want of 
system to the tact that the Gladstone Min- 
istry have now introduced a bill which pro- 
poses nothing less than a revolution in bank- 
ruptcy procedure. 


The principle of the new English projet is: 


that a bankruptcy is a matter of public con- 
cern. Since experience has abundantly 
shown, that creditors will not pursue the 
debtor through the courts to get their own 
rights, to say nothing of protecting the in- 
jured interests of ublie morality, but will 
inevitably seek to outstrip each other in get- 
ting preferences, And will even compound 
felony in order to’ escape the cost and delay 
of litigaiion, the/British Government has re- 
solved to attetid to the matter itself. in pre- 
senting the bill, President Chamberlain, of 
the Board of Trade, likened the interference 
of the State in bankruptcy to its duty to in- 


Vestigate accidents at sea and accidents on 


railways. In both these cases an official ex- 
amination of all the circumstances is at once 
made by the British Government. A bank- 
ruptcy is an accident in commercial naviga- 
tion, and one which should be looked into by 
the Government for two reasons: (1) To see 
that all creditors, large and sma\l, fare alike 
in the division of the property, and (2) to 
detect and punish fraud in the interests of 
public morality. 

The cardinal point in the practical system 
projected is that the business must not he left 


‘Mr. Chamberlain, sits to decide questions 
that are brought before it It has no initia- 
tive power of its own, and unless the initial 
proceedings aré confided to a public official 
the work would not be done. As to the 
creditors they cannot be relied upon. The 
big ones will use their power and opportu- 
nities to get the advantage; the little ones 
have not the means and energy for the jegal 
pursuit to which the wealthy confess them- 
selves unequal. ‘the testimony of the offi- 
cers of the present system in Great Britain 
is all summed up in the statements that 
“creditors will hardly do anything even 
where their own immediate pecuniary inter- 
ests are concerned. The business-men say 
they can no more attend to the administer- 
ing of bankrupts’ estates than to carrying 
their own parcels.”’ 

But though the initiation of bankruptcy 
inquiries is not left two the creditors, they 
have full part in all the proceedings. In the 
same way, although the courts are not to 
initiate, they have jurisdiction at all stages 
from the beginning of the investigation to 
the aetermination as to whether a discharge 
shall be granted. The new officers wif are 
to begin the proceedings belong to the Board 
of Trade, the same department of the Gov- 
ernment which investigates shipwrecks, ex- 
plosicns, and railway accidents. But the 
creditors have the almost unfettered admin- 
istration of the estate. They appoint the 
trustee, collect the assets, and distribute the 
dividends, 

The appointment of an official of the State 
to inaugurate the inquest into the conduct 
of the tankruptis a new feature in bank- 
ruptcy legislation. Only practical operation 
can decide whether or not the device is a 
good one, but there is manifestly no gainsay- 
ing the arguments by which it is contended 
that an application to escape the payment of 
just debtsis in the most emphatic sense a 
thing of publftt moment. Still less can it be 
denied that all that “ practical business-men” 
can be expected to look out for is to get their 
share of the salvage from the wreck. None 
but a public representative will take care of 
the public aspects of the matter. ‘The details 
of the bill are multitudinous, and not of 
general interest, The main principles on 
which the innovation of having a public of- 
ficer as a sort of Public Prosecutor of Bank- 
ruptev is defended are succinctly stated by 
Mr. Chamberlain as follows: There should 
be in every case a public inquiry Into the cir- 
cumstances that placed a man in a position 
in which he comes to the law and asks to be 
relieved from obligations which he has 
voluntarily assumed. There must be a 
public official to conduct this public 
inquiry. To mate. this public repre- 
sentative fully responsible, he must be placed 
under the direction of one of the depart- 
ments of State, which is in its turn responsi- 
ble to the Legislature, and so to the public. 
Add to this that all the work is donein tho 
purview of the courts, and that the creditors 
have “the almost unfettered administration 
of the estate,” anda very clear idea will be 
gained of the reach of the most important 
bankruptcy legislation that has come up in 
England since 1869, when the Assignee sys- 
tem was abolished. 

The bill hag not been passed, but the House 
of Commons in one of the preliminary votes 
showed that it stood about two to one in 
favor of the principles and methods recom- 
mended. As this measure is an entirely dif- 
ferent one from the bills previously intro- 
duced by the Ministry, and as it revolution- 
izes the procedure on which, asSenator Hoar 
said, the Lowell bill was based, it is evident 
that it deserves the careful study of those 
who are endeavoring to set up a National ad- 
ministration of bankruptcy in this country. 
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LESSEPS’ PANAMA CANAL. 

Lieut. RK. P. Redgers, of the United States 
navy, who was directed to go over the line 
of the proposed Panama Canal and examine 
its progress, has madea report, which has 
been published. From this report we gather 
the following particulars: The canal opens 
into the Atlantic at the mouth of Simon Bay, 
known as Folks River. The dimensions of 
the canal are: Length, 73 kilométres (equal 
to 45% miles); breadth on water line, 28 to 50 
métres (equal to 93 to 168 feet); depth, from 
25 to 86 feet. ‘The course of the canal is as 
pear the line of the Panama Railway as pos- 
sible, and the canal is to be protected from 
the overflowing waters of the Chagres River 
and its tributaries by the construction of 
dams to restrain and sluices to conduct them 
to the sea. The character of muchof the 
work is difficult and costly. The cuttings 
through the hights are long and every deep. 
The cuts vary from 100 to 240 feet deep, while 
in other divisions of the work these cuts will 
be equal to from 4,000 to 4,400 feet deep. 

A great amount of machinery is accumu- 
lating on the Isthmus. The machinery to be 
employed is principally dredges and exca- 
vators operated by steam. To these are to 
be added railway tracks, boats, cars, steam- 
ers, and all the Jabor-saving appliances that 
can be usedin a work of such magnitude. 
A list of the contracts thus far made is given; 
one of these is for excavating in the Culebra 
section at the summit of the route, there be- 
ing 3,500,000 cu®ic métres to be taken from 
the summit down to the level of seventy-five 
métres above the sea, The machinery em- 
ployed by this contractor is entirely Amer- 
ican, and his work is to be finished in July, 
1885. Work of a preliminary character has 
been begun at various parts jf the route. 
Buildings and barracks for accommoda- 
tion of the nearly 5,000 men bé@ve been pro- 
vided, including in these accommodations 
several hospitals. The wages of the laborers 
vary from $1.20to $2 per day. The greater 
numberof the laborers employedare Jamal- 
cans, and the remainder are Colombians. The 
mechanics are French, American, and En- 
glish. 

Lieut. Rodgers sums up as the result of 
his observations, and of his conversations, in 
the following conclusions: That there can 
no longer be any doubt as to the intention of 
the company to carry out the proposed plan 
of the canal. M. de Lessepa fixed 18385 as the 
date for its completion, and the belief that 
this will be accomplished is stili entertained. 
It is also believed by the officers of the com- 
pany in charge that it will be completed for 
the amount estimated, $100,000,000, Lieut. 
Rodgers, however, thinks that the canal will 
not be completed for some years later than 
1888, and that it will costa much larger sum 
than the original estimate, The suggestion 
is made that this work is destined to meet 


the experience of other great enterprises, and | 


that the original subscribers must again sub- 
scribe or lose their first venture, and that 
new stockholders will probably be the 
ones to reap the glory and the prof- 
its of the completed work. The 
expenditure to the present date has 
been about $26,000,000, or more than one- 
fourth of the total estimated cost of the com- 
pleted work. This includes the cost of all 
machinery, ordered er received, as well as 
the property purchased, This expenditure, 
however, does ‘not include $17,000,000 fixed 
as the price to be pafal for the Panama Rail- 
way. ‘The design of the canal is an entire 
level, so that all locks and work of that char- 
acter are to be excluded. The most serivus 
diftieulties are’the character of the climate 
and the supply af money.- if the needed 
supply of money can be obtained and the 
clinate does net. prove too deadly these dif- 
ficulties will becvercome. 

The next question is one which can only 
be solved by time. Itis whether. assuming 


pay the cost of operation and maintenance, 
to say nothing of interest on the cost of con- 


struction.

NOT A SHREWD ADVERTISER. 

The Beston Advertiser avows itself in 
favor of the removal ef the tariff taxes on 
coal, lumber, and iron-ore, but adds that it 
does not believe that doing so would make a 
“penny worth. difference in the cheapness of 
any article of export or of home consump- 
tion.” The Advertiser does not appear to 
have a very intelligent reason for its willing- 
ness to put these important articles on the 
free list. Nor does it seem to understand 
vory well the practical effects of these taxes. 
The tax on coal is a tax on every inhabitant 
of a New Engiand city where gas is used, as 
that coal is especially adapted for making il- 
luminating gas. It is a tax on the manu- 
facturer of every article that would be ex- 
ported to Nova Scotia in exchange for this 
coal, to say nothing of its more general incl- 
dence on the fuel-using public. 

Mr. David A. Wells has described in a 
very interesting manner one of the circuits 
of the trade in Nova Scotia coal. The Cap 
itol at Washington was lighted with 
gas made from this eoal., New En- 
gland sent vessels for it laden with mis- 
cellaneous freight--furniture, hardware, 
glass, coarse textiles, carpets, medicines, 
paper, machinery, ete., all products of 
American industry. These exports paid for 
the coal, which was then carried in Amer- 
ican bottoms to Washington and ‘sold to the 
Washington Gas Company. ‘The vessel that 
brought it was then reloaded with Cumber- 
land coal, especially desirable for black- 
smithing, or steam purpuses, which it car- 
ried to the Boston market. This circle of 
exchanges continually renewing itself was 
a source of profit to American industry and 
shipping wherever it was touched from Bos- 
ton to Washington. 

For the Advertiser in the light of these 
facts tosay that the removal of the duty on 
coal would not makea cent of difference to 
the New England consumer or exporter ar- 
*gues a good deal more for its tenacity in ad- 
bering to a theory than forits practical ac- 
quaintance with the real: needs of its con- 
stituency. Whena greatiron manufacturer 
like Mr. Abram 8. Hewitt, who is also a 
large owner of iron-mines, advocates the 
abolition of the tax on iron-ore on the ground 
that it is necessary for the full development 
of the iron industry, which must have the 
foreign ores to mix with the native ores, the 
conclusion forces itself on the mind. that New 
England, which uses more iron per capita 
than any other section of the country, would 
feel the removal of the iron-ore tax in a stim- 
ulus that would go to the most distant nerve 
of its manufacturing system. 

As for lumber, if the price would not be 
affected *‘a pennyworth”’ by the abolition of 
the tax on it, why did the Advertiser, as it 
says, urge as strenuously as it could that it 
be put on the free list? Whydid the lumber 
barons make the desperate fight they did 
against free lumber? Lumber has for years 
been steadily rising in price. The lumber 
lands are monopolized by a few syndicates. 
To say that the consumer would not be 
helped by having the opportunity of buying 
lumber in Canada is to say that competition 
in the lumber market does not produce the 
effects that accompany it in all other mar- 
kets. 

Both ends of the country are interested in 
the abolition of the coal tax. Like the Cali- 
fornia Senators, the Advertiser does not 
seem to understand that itis atax on the 
price of all the wheat shipped abroad from 
the Pacific coast, Luitish coalis the return 
freight brought to San Francisco by the 
British vessels that take California wheat to 
the British consumer. Every cent added to 
the tax on this coal is a cent added to the 
freight on the wheat, and so isa cent taken 
out of the pockets of the California farmers. 
To remove this tax would not only give New 
England and California a cheaper fuel and 
extend the New England manufacturers’ 
market, but would directly raise the price of 
his wheat for the California farmer by much 
more than a **pennyworth.” 

The fact is, that no three taxes coujd have 
been selected by our Boston contemporary 
the removal of which would so certainly 
cheapen prices to domestic consumers and 
stimulate the export trade as those on coal, 
iron-ore, and jJumber, Its remark that put- 
ting them allon the free list “would not 
make a pennyworth difference in the. cheap- 
ness of any article of export or of home con- 
sumption” is as good ‘an illustration as we 
have ever seen in any discussion on the 
tariff of the readiness with which the advo- 
vates of the theory of protection blink facts 
that conflict with their supposititious logic. 


LORD DUFFERIN’S EGYPTIAN SCHEME. 

That brilliant Irish diplomat, Lord Duf- 
ferin, who is now administering Egyptian 
affairs, pending some form of settlement by 
his Government, has submitted a paper on 
reorganization which was recently presented 
to Parliament. In this paper he points out 
how order might be brought out of chaos 
through a protectorate, and on this point 
Says: 

Had I been commissioned to place affairs in 
Egypt on the footing of an Indian subject State, 
the outiook woula have been different. The 
magterful band of a Resident would buve quickly 
bent everything to bis will, and in the space of 
five years we should have greatly added to the 
material wealth and well-being of the country 
by the extension of its cultivated area and the 
consequent expansion of its revenue; by the 
partial, if not the total, abolition of the “ oor- 
vée”’ and slavery; the establishment of justice, 
and other benelicent reforms, 


As the English Government, however, has 
expressed its opposition to a protectorate, he 
accepts the other alternative of introducing 
Europeans in all the departments to work by 
the side of the Egyptian officials and teach 
them the European metheds, though they 
are nowbere to be in command, except in the 
army. Llisscheme contemplates a sort of 
home rule, which will be supported, after 
the present army of occupation js withdrawn, 
by an organization of soldiers, gendarmerie, 
and police. It is proposed that the army 
shall consist of 6,147 men under command of 
an Englisit General, the native gendarmerie 
of 5,650 men, officered by eighteen Eurc- 
peans, and the police furce of 1,740' men, 
about one-third of whom will be Europeans. 
With these 13,437 men, costing Egypt $2,59s,- 
705, or $500,000 less than the three services 
costin 1881, Lord Dufferin thinks the ex- 
periment can safely consmence, 

As one condition of the success of the new 
scheme Lord Dufferin urges it must be clear-

The desideratum of every one isan Egypt peace- 
ful, prosperous, and contented, able to pay jts 
debis, cnpnble of maintaining order along the 
cann!. and offering to exeuse in tne troubled 
cond tion vf tts aflairs tor imerterence from 
outsidy. Vrance, Turkey, every European 
Power, must be as anxious as ourseives for the 
attainment of these resuits, nor can they be 
jenious of the means we take to secure them,

The cable brought us the news last week 
of the death of Edward Fordham Flower, who 
was Mayor of Stratford-on-Avon at the time of 
the Shakspeare tercentenary celebrauon, and 
more recently distinguished for his labors in 
London for the prevention of cruelty to ani- 
mals. He spentalong and active life in doing 
good, and his career is of special idferest here 
because his youth was passed in the Territory 
which is now the State of Iilinois. He was the 
younger brother of George Flower, the historian 
of the “ English settlement” in Edwards Coun- 
ty, in this State, and when but a ladof 12 bis 
father’s family emigrated from Hertford, En- 
giand, to the New World in 1818 The 
party came by wagons from Pbiladel- 
phia to Pittsburg, theace by flatboate 
down the Ohio to Loulevilie, and by iand 
again to their Western home, a journey in those 
days of more tian two months. The coicny at 
first wasin want of food,and young Edward 
rode sixty miles to Shawneetown, swimming the 
streams and pursued Ly wolves on the way, and 
returned with the needed provisions. He be- 
came a famous shot, and loved in his old age to 
narrate his hunting expeditions after deer and 
bear in the wilds of Illinois. 

Soon the slavery troubles began with fugitive 
slaves from Kentucky seeking refuge in the 
homes of the pitying Englishmen. Edward 
Flowerandaliof his family protected them, 
often at the peril of life, from their pursuers. 
A number of free negroes were living in 
the setilement, and bands of kidnapers 
sought to sell them into slavery. Flower 
beaded a party which followed and captured at 
the rifie’s mouth one of these gangs, eight in 
number, reieased their captives, and brought 
the leaders to trial and punishment. By his per- 
sistent efforts an end was put to this nefarious 
trade, But his prominence in these affairs 
turned upon him the special batred of all whose 
villainy had thus been thwarted, and repeated at- 


tempts to assasinate him were made, One nigbt 


as he sat by his father’s fireside a buliet fired 
througb the window broke a jooking-giass just 
above his head. Reliable information reached 
him that his enemies wero resolved ac all 
bazards to have his life; his cousin, mistaken 
for bim, was assaulted at night and mortaily 
wounded, and it was evident that his only safety 
was in leaving the country. Reluctantly be de- 
parted from his prairie home, near which be had 
planted a ficld of apple trees, which, his brother 
George tells us, was kncwn as ‘Edward's 
orchard” long after the property had ceased 
to belong to the family. 

In the year 1824 Edward Fordhem Flower re- 
turned to England, a youth of 20, and energet- 
ically set himself to work to acquire the edu ca- 
tion which he had no opportunity to obtain in 
lilinois. He established bimself in business, 
was greatly prospered, and settied at Stratford- 
on-Avon, where he became one of the weaith- 
jest brewers in Engiand. He was one of the 
Magistrates for the County of Warwick and 

ayor of histown. To bhis efforts was mainly 
due the great success of the Sbhakspeare cen- 
tenary in 1864. During our War of the Rebell- 
ion he went all over England lecturing in be- 
half of the abolition of slavery and upholding 
the cause of the North, He was true to the 
freedom for which he had fought in Illinois, 
and his words were weighty, for he knew where- 
of he spoke. When he removed to London in 
1873 his attention was drawn to the cruel treat- 
ment of horses, particularly by the use of 
bearing reins, curbs, and bits. He made 
himself the spokesman of these dumb 
beasts, and wagea war in their bebaif 
at first solitary and atone. By letters to the 
press, by pampbiets on “Bits and Bearing 
Reins,”” “Horses and Harness,” and kindred 
topics, by personal appeals to men of rank and 
leaders of society, he stirred the heart of the 
people, and worked a substantial reform. And 
one high authority in England bas said that 
“Mr. Flower has done as great a service to the 
poor horses as Wilberforce did in his day to the 
poor slaves.” 

Through all of his life he remembered with 
pieasure his early days in Lilinois, and rejoiced 
that he wasabie then to do so much for the down- 
trodden and the oppressed. He always felt a 
great interest in the State of which he was a 
resident at the time of its admission to the 
Union, and claimed to be thus, by special right, 
one of its citizens, His beautiful bome at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon was ever open to visitors from 
America, and especially to those from the 
prairie land. Re was proud to call himself an 
Iilinois Englishman, and Illinois may well be 
proud that be was one of her founders, and 
proud too that upon her soil began the career of 
one who has done 80 much for humanity as Ed- 
ward Fordham Flower.

A BETTER FEELING. : 

New York, April 8 —([Special.|—The 
Herald’s money article says: Last week's 
stock market was chiefly noticeable for the 
decided change in the temper of the specula- 
tion. The bulls have unexpectedly got their 
innings again, and played a winning game 
for nearly the whole of the week. A num- 
ber of circumstances occurred to bowl out 
the bears. Most prominent among them was 
the material ease-up in the price of money, 
which was regarded as a permanent matter 
and one not likely to be again affected by 
spring “settlements” or the machinations 
of unscrupulous bears. ‘The fact is that the 
Treasury disbursements for called bonds, 
April interest, and pensions, not to mention 
gold arrivais and the return of currency 
from the West, have added largely and in a 
natural way to the sums at the disposal of 
borrowers. Other factors of improvement 
were foundin the great railroad earnings, 
the obstinacy with which prices were held, 
and the strong dewand at increasing figures 
which has sprung up for Government and 
railroad bonds. Nor were the bears them- 
selyes without their usefulness in still- 
ening values, not because they were 
aiflicted with compunctions of conscience, 
but because the strength of the market had 
such a threatening look that they were driven 
as a sheer matter of prudence to cover their 
shorts. The improvement in the railroad 
and miscellaneous list was general and very 
marked, although it was not until Saturday 
that the whole market began to pull tugcth- 
er. On previous days it was blotehy, differ- 
ent ‘stocks being taken up and advanced 
without much regard to homogeneity. Early 
in the week Northwestern and St, Paul led 
the way—the first because of renewed 
reports of a stock dividend, the second on 
account of its vastly increased earnings and 


erty. Next to follow were the Vanderbilts 
proper, and after them Mr. Gould’s Soufth- 
westerns, Denver, Louisville & Nashville, 
and the East Tennessee system of roads. ‘To 
the reasons already given for the turn in the 
market may be added the advent of spring 
weatper, the greatly improved prospects for 
the GAilitornia crops, and the more cheerful 
reports concerning the revival of trade 
which come from all parts of ‘the country. 
Although this latter factor is by no 
means guite up to the stancard which 
one would like to see, it has, 
nevertheless, many encouraging features, 
and is daily growing in confidence and as- 
suming larger proportions. Altogether the 
outlook for a better stock market and an im- 

roved business the country through is high- 
yencouraging, although, so far asthe board 
room is concerned, success depends greatly 
upon outside assistance, of which there are 
sage! promonitroy symptoms, There can 
be little doubt that the public will be induced 
to come in, provided the great leaders stead- 
ily advance values and do not play false 
with each other, as they have dune so many 
times before. 

BLACKMAIL, 
MARY ANDERSON’S STEPFATHER THE SUB- 
JECT. 

New York, April 8.—[Special.|—A dis- 
patch from Pittsburg says: About the 15th 
of February last a letter was received by 
Chief of Police Heise], of this city, dated at 
the Brunswick Hotel, Boston, written by 
Dr. Hamilton Griffin, stepfather of Miss 
Mary Anderson, the actress. The envelop 
contained, besides Dr, Griffin’s letter, two 
other letters and a tintype picture abyut an 
ineh square. Dr. Griffin said in his letter 
that he had received the other twe with the 
picture, and asked that an investigation be 
made into what he said was.a case of at- 
tempted blackmail. With these facts in his 
possession a Dispatch reporter interviewed 
the Chief of Police yesterday. 

“1 did receive the letters in question,” he 
said, *‘but they are not now in my posses- 
sion. I have handed them over to the post- 
oflice authorities, and they are working on 
the case.”’ 

In response to further inquiries, Chief 
Heisel said: “Dr. Hamilton Griffin wrote 
to me inclosing two letters. One of them 
was printed with a pen. The other wasa 
written communication signed by Dr. 
G. H. Marshal, of” this city, and 
stated that the printed letter had 
been received by him, together with the pict- 
ure, from a party or parties unknown. The 
printed letter said that the picture, a scurril- 
ous tintype. which accompanied it, was a 
picture of Mary Anderson; that as she was 
going to Europe the picture jcould be 
reduced in size and placed in a watch eharm, 
and unless $10,000 was forthcoming . thou- 
sands of the pictures would be sent forth 
ahead of her. The anonymous-letter writer 
offered to Dr. Griffin $1,000 for conducting 
the transaction, all the details of which must 
be arranged through Dr, Marshall. In his 
letter to Dr. Griffin Dr. Marshall said 


that he regretted that he was made 
the medium of the anonymous writer: 
that he had once been a hard 


drinker, had suffered imprisonment, but 
was bow rapidly regaining his lost practice, 
and with some further information closed 
the letter. “In writing to nie,” con- 
tinued Chief itlersel, “Dr. Griffin asked 
me to take the matter in hand and work 
itup, As he made no proposition regarding 
the expense of the affair, and as we have no 
fund here for such purposes 1 wrote him 
to that effect. He replied from the 
Narragansett Hotel at Providence, R. 
+ and asked me to give him the 
name of a good attorney here with wh@m he 
could communicate on the subject. I re- 
plied, and mentioned Maj. Montooth, and 
soon afterward turned the correspondence 
over to him as the attorney for Dr. 
Griffin. That was the last heard of 
it until the letters were returned to me, and 
lthen placed them in the hands of Post- 
Office Inspectors Speese and Coates, who, I 
understand, are about to act in the matter.’’ 

Maj. Montooth declined to make a state- 
ment, claiming that he had acted as the at- 
torney of Dr. Hamilton Griffin, Miss Ander- 
son’s stepfather. ‘* The affair is out of my 
nant, and I have nothing to do with it,” he 
added.

The Sad Story of a Young Parson and 
Too Much Mother-iso-Law.

Thrilling Sights at the Fire—Terrible 
Cries of the Wounded—The 


Dead and Dying. 


Dat.as, Texas, April &.—[Special.]—The 
Ende Hotel, a three-story brick building, at 
Greenville, the county seat of Hunt County, 
was blown down or fell down about 1 o’cloek 
yestefday morning, and the ruins were then 
destroyed by fire, with an appalling joss of 
life. ‘Lhere were nearly fifty guests in the 
house, most of whom were asleep when the 
erash occurred, and of this number thirteen 
were buried beneath the ruins, and then 
suffered the terribie tortures of cremation. 
The names of the victims, as far as ascer- 
tained, are as follows:

The ciceh nie quickly communicated in 
every direction, but as the town has but a 
small if any fire department but little eould 
be done to prevent the horrible scenes that 
fullowed the fall of the building, and the fire 
had its own way, the incidents accompany- 
ing being horrible beyond description. 


RELIEF. 

The Fire Department of Sherman, forty 
miles away, was telegraphed for, and re- 
sponded at once, but was three hours reach- 
ing the scene. Meanwhile the cries, the 
screams, the groans, and the struggies of the 
victims to free themselves were heard and 
witnessed by a helpless multitude of specta- 
tors. They seemed paralyzed at the horrors 
before them, though all that could 
possibly be done was done in the fewminutes 
during which help could be afforded. Yes- 
terday morning an effort was made by an or- 
ganized force to clear away the débris and re- 
cover theecharred remains of those who 
had perished, and the work has progressed 
steadily, though with but little advancement, 
up till 9 o’cloek last night. The remains of 
but four of the victims have been recovered, 
and they are burned past recognition. 

LOSERS. 

The following merchants have Jost their 
business by the fire: James Ormstead, 
hardware; K. L. Lowenstein, agricultural 
implements; and J.J. Cooper, general ma- 
chinery dealer. Business in Greenville is 
entirely suspended, and sorrow and gloom 
enshrond the entire community. Rellef 
movements will be organized throughout 
Texas, and contributions for the sufferers 
will be taken in the churches tomorrow. 

The cause of the calamity is uncertain. 
It is thought an. explosion of powder in a 
hardware store blew out the west wall. caus- 
ing the entire building to fall, The adjoin- 
ing buildings were destroyed. The Joss is 
not kuown yet. The business houses are all 
closed.

records, to show what the home consumption of 
wheat is annually increasing. The quantity of 
wheat raised in fifteen crops—Jnhly 1867 to July 
1882—is found to be 4,735,200,000 bu. The excess 
of exports over imports uf wheat and flour dur- 
ing this period was equal to 1,253,239,765 bu. The 
quantity required for seeding, 1868 to 1882, in- 
clusive, was 658,400,000 ba. Deducting tnese, 
there remains for bome consumption in the ftif- 
teen years 2,823,50,000 bu, which gives 4,187 ba for 
every 1,000 persons of the mean population of 
each yeur. The requiremeuts for seeding pur- 
poses. are about | bu per capita for the tif- 
teen years. In the earlier years it was smaller 
than that proportion, but bas been larger in re- 
cent seasons. Taking possible errors in the sta- 
tistics into account the Public estimatss that the 
average consutn ption per bead is near 4.2 bu. 

The last annuai review of THe TRIBUNE pre- 
sented the result of a rather elaborate com par- 
ison of the figures bearing on this point. The 
conclusion reached was 5.2 bu per head for con- 
sumption and seeding.

INSURANCE, 

A CORRESPONDENT ARGUES THAT THE 
WORLD WOULD BE BETTER OFF WITHOUT 
FIRE-INSURANCE. 7 
Curcaco, April 8.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 

Your editorial in this morning’s paper in refer- 

ence to fire-insurance does not, it seems to me, 

suggest the complete remedy for the evil com- 
plained of. The question is not how the loss 
shall be distributed, nor wbo shall bear it, but 
bow shall it be prevented? Insurance may dis- 
tribute the loss on the property among the pre- 
mium-payers (charging an enormous commis- 
sion therefor), but it does not by any means 
prevent the destruction of property by fire. On 
the other hand, the effect of fire-insurance is 
directly the reverse.’ It sbitts the responsibility 
for the loss from the sboulders of the man who 
can best prevent it to the sboulders of the men 
who do not have the care of the property. and 
who obtain their living from tbe fact that the 
frequency of fires compels people to insure; and 
the owner will not be so careful in guardip 
against fire if be bas only a emall portiob © 
the joss to-bear as be would if all the risk rested 
upon himself. And hevce the building is more 
likely to burn than it would be if there were no 
such thing as insurance. 

Avain, tire-insurance bas filled the country 
(and especially the large cities) with unsubstan- 
tial *fire-trap” buildings which not only buro 
readily themse)ves, but endaoer every build- 
ing in their neighborhood. The Chicago and 


Boston conflagrations were created and fed by ~ 


just such buildings. A capitalist who considers 
the matter of the erection of a building solely 
in the light of obtaining the largest pussib‘e re- 
turn from the amount invested (and most cap- 
italists reach that point in time) will not expend 
$100,000 in the erection of a practically fire 

proof building if, by expending only 00 in 
erecting an equally jarge but jess substantial 
building, be can obtain the same net rental. His 
$60,000 18 as secure as bis $100,000 would be, be- 
cause it is insured, and the expense of insuring 
is added to the rentals which he charges. The 
result is that the men who erect our large build- 
ings are jess careful in guarding against tire 
than they would be if there were vo such thing 
as insurance. In fact, as a rule, they erect as 
cheap buildings as they can to obtain a certain 
amouat of rent. 

It there were no insurance—if every owner 
bad two bear the entire responsibility of loss by 
tire, it would be to his interest (and he dare not 
overlook it) to build a substantial and, if possi- 
bie, a fire-proof building; and it would bea 
most serious concern of the community tosee 
that he did so. And with our buildings made 
substantially fire-proof the country over, large 
confiagrations would be impossibie and the loss 
of property vy tire would be inconsiderabie. 
And not only property but life would be sur- 
rounded witb better safeguards. 

But it may be said thataiman without insur- 
ance isa man without credit. Not so. The 
credit of a mercantile house locatedin a fire- 

roof building and surrounded by fire-proof 
buildings without a dollar of insurance shouid 
be better thao the credit of a mercantile house 
located in an unsubstantial “fire-trap’’ build- 
ing surrounded by unsubstantial “fre-trap”’ 
buildwes with as much insurance as the com- 
panies will place upon it; forin the first place 
se Sg be no loss,and in the second there 
may be. 

e best way to compel a man todo a certain 
thing is to mak® it to his interest to doit. Now, 
is it possible to make it the interest o1 capital- 
ists or owners to build such buildings as will 
require no insurance, apd such as will protect 
the property and lives of the occupants from 
fire? In other words, is it practicable to do away 
witb insurance, and throw the responsibility of 
the quality of the building upon the builder? I 
believe itis. I believe it can be accomplished 
by the Legislatures of the States, enacting laws 
absolutely probibiting the insurance against 
loss or damage by fire of any building“or the 
contents thereof) the erection of which shall 
have been begun on or after a certain date, say 
Jan. 1, 1885. This would pot prevent the insur- 
ance of buildings already erected. But any 
man erecting a building after that date would 
know that he must himself bear the entire re- 
sponsibility of loss by tire, and that be could 
not rentit unless it were substantially fire- 
proof, for the contents could not be insured. It 
would thus be not only to his interest to builda 
good building, but absurd and reckless for him 
to do otherwise. 

Raving no insurance to pay, it would form no 
part of the rent; and the tenants, paying no in- 
surance on either the building or on their own 
stock,would not be obliged to consider that mat- 
ter in regulating their charges orprofits,and that 
burden would be removed, or, if insurance is 
unpecessary and expensive, it must bea burden. 
As it is, there is a vast amount of money paid 
out for insurance which is never returned. he 
brokers, agents, and officers must be paid (and 
some of them with extraordinary liberality), and 
the stockhoiders must receive their dividends. 
And this large army is fed and clothed at 
somebuay’s expense. If this burden really 
rested upon the property-owners it might more 
easily be borne. But the tenants, in fact, pay 
it, and in turn they throw the burden on their 
clients or customers, and it passes on and down 
until it falls upon the men who till the soil.

THREE “SMART” STRIPLINGS MISTAKE A

John Langan, living with his parents at No. 483 
South Jefferson, and Thomas Carroll andJoseph 
McKenna, of No. 526 South Canal street, started 
out Saturday night for a “tear’’ down through 
the * Levee.” 
ing they stopped at the front windows of No. 537 
South Clark street, occupied as a private resi- 
dence by Celestino De Rosa, an Italiamgwho runs 
a saloon at No. 533 South Clark streef.: One of 
his children was sick, and be kepta light burn- 
ing a part of the night, this probably attracting 
the attention of the would-be “bioods.” When 
he demanded to know what they wanted, they 
said they wanted to see some of the women, 
evidently being under the impression that it 
was a bouse of ill-fame. De Rosa refused them 
admittance and told them to go away, where- 
upon they kicked at the door, again demanding 
admission. Again it was refusedand a second 
time they kicked the door. Then a shot was 
fired and they started to run away, being fol- 
lowed as they ran toward Twelfih street by five 
more shots fired in rapid succession. One of the 
bullets took effect in the leg of one of the men, 
who fell epposit No. 555 South Ciark street. Of- 
ficers Myers, Waisb, and Quinian heard tlie 
shooting, and runving in the direction from 
which tne sound of the shots appeared to come 
they found young Langan lying on _ the 
waik badly wounded, a 44-calibre ball baving 
entered the right ieg below tho hip, lodging in 
the under part of the leg near the knee. In the 
meantime Officer McGrath, who had also heard 
the shots, met and stopped Langan’'s companions 
on Twelfth street, near State, and took them 
back to the scene of the shooting. Their story 
was¢that they were waiking quietly along the 
street when a “‘dago’’ suddenly made his ap- 
pearance and opened tire upon them witbout 
any cause whatever. The Harrison street 
patrol was called and the trio of young fellows 
takento the Harrison Street Station, where 
Langan expressed a desire to be taken home, 
and the patrol wagon was called into service to 
take bim there. 

Officer Mevers, who was still out investi- 
gating the case, remembered an Italian who 
was standing in front of No. 537 as he ran 
up. and who told him where the young 
men bad run to. This was De Rosa, and Meyers 
and Officer Granger woke him up about 3 o’clock 
and got the story of the kicking at his door 
trom him. He, however, denied having done 
the shooting. though tne officers believe that he 
did it. He wag not arrested, and will not be un- 
less Langan cilooses to swear out « warrant aud 
prosecute him, which is not at all likely.

An article in Tur Trisune of the 6th 
inst. reviewed in extenso the subject, past 
and present, of the depreciated-scrip canal 
claims which have been agitated in this 
State for forty years.

The fact that, 
in spite of the law imposed upon themselves, 
the claimants have continued knocking at 
the door of the State Treasury for two de 
eades is regarded as a standing reflec- 
tion to the Treat-Caton commission which 
carefully canvassed the merits of each 
claim in detail. That commission was in- 
structed to make afi exhaustive examination 
of the whole subject, and “ to decide and de- 
termine on the same as in their opinion 
sound morality, equity, and good conscience 
demand,”’ 
persistence of the claimants reflects on one 
of the most eminent judicial bodies ever 
convened in this State. If it did not do so, 
then the claimants are not only right, but 
men who have ever been above reproach, and 
whose profound legal attainments are a part 
of the history of the Nation, must stand in 
a very critical position. 

A MAN WHO KNOWS. 

“ Judge John Dean Caton,” said a_ well- 
known lawyer yesterday, “sat twenty-two 
years on the Supreme Bench of Lllinois. His 
decisions fill forty volumes, and only one 
was ever decided adversely against him in 
the United States Supreme Court. _I believe 
that the same judicial weight was given evefy 
point in the depreciated-scrip canal cases as 
prevailed in cases that came befure the Su- 
preme Court.”’ 

Judge Caton was called on at his resi- 
dence, No. 1900 Calumet avenue, where h 
was found surrounded by all that can gratif! 
a recreative love for animate nature. ‘The 
points in the present controversy were cCare- 
fully examined by him, and considering the 
fact that a quarter of a century had 
elapsed since his connection with the com- 
mission his memory was remarkably clear 
on the events whieh transpired in 1855. 

THE REVIVAL OF THE CLAIMS, 

“What is your opinion of the revival of 
these claims ?”’ was asked. 

“If new claims are presented,” he said, 
“IT have no opinion. [# they are the same 
that came before the commission my mind is 
unchanged.”’ 

“They seem to be merely the old rejected 
claims revived, some of ‘them with a new 
Sunday dress, and here and there a spring 
bonnet on.” 

“Well,” fe remarked, slowly, “some of 
the claims we decided sbould be paid in part, 
others not at all. Tue ‘TRIBUNE’s record 
shows the treatment of each case. Each 
claim was argued wilh the same obligation 
that world have prevailed had the matter 
been before us in the Supreme court. In our 
report, we gave what in court would have 
been a judicial opinion on each case. After 
we had reported, the Legislature passed a 
bill providing for the payment of all claims 
awarded on release of the State from all 
other claims. Whether these claigns are the 


‘saine which we adjudicated upon 1 have no 


means of knowing. I can simply say that 
after hearing each one as we would in a reg- 
ularly instituted judicial proceeding we 
went on, and in all the eight sub- 
mitted -adjudicated on each one. We 
sustained such and awarded such 
as in our opinion sound morality, equity, 
and good * conscience demanded.’ We re- 
jected such as in our ‘opinion sound moral- 
ity, equity, and good couscience demanded.’ 
There may be elaims of which weiheard 
nothing, and which were not submitted, and 
on which we passed no judgment, in which 
equity and judgment might he allowed, and 
of which gue nothing: but of all the 
others, from all the data presented, I do not 
believe the claimants were entitled to other 
than they were awarded by the Legislature 
under the decision of the commission.” 
NO DISCRIMINATION®. 

“Was any discrimination made against 
any ene?” 

‘Every one had an opportunity of pre- 
senting his entire claims and testimony as 
desired, or at least such as were specified in 
the statute creating the commission.”’ 

THE STATE SAVED FROM BANKRUPTCY. 

The following assertion of the claimants 
Judge Caton took occasion to contradict: 

The State profited more by the contractors 
than the contractors by tbe State: that the caual 
actually saved the State from utter bankruptcy. 
while the system of railroads projected in 1837 
collapsed; and that the canal had already worked 
to the benefit of the State, inviting imimigratuon, 
bringing 10 the State’s credit $5.557.554 from the 
safe of canal bonds, $3,.997.281.20 in tolls from 
1848 to']l855, and in revenues unexpended and 
transferred to the State by the Canal Ttustees in 
18571, $92,099.61, whereas the disbursements for 
the vanal under the act of 1836 amounted to 
$4,979,903, and under the “ coercive’’ act of 1843 
to $1,429,606, leaving a balance of credits of 
$2.917,425.81. To this, they claim, should be 
added the value of the canal, its water-power, 
and other belongings, all of which reverted tuo 
the State in 1571. 

Judge Caton replied to the charge that the 
State was thus saved from bankruptcy as 
follows: 

* The credit of the State was elevated and 
established by a Constitutional. provision, 
which, 1 believe, levied two mills on the dol- 
lar, which was set apart for the indebtedness 
fund. The revenue derived from this tax 
was so abundant that it became embarassing. 
It was greater than the State indebtedness 
as it full due, and as it wasa sacred fund 
and could be used for no other  pur- 
pose the surplus had to lie 
idle in the ‘Treasury. It had to 
be collected when it was no Jonger needed. 
Finally a constitutional amendment was re- 
quired to get rid of it, which was adopted 
twenty years after its inauguration, or in 
1868.’ 

‘‘What became of the surplus of this 
fund ?’’ 

**It was probably converted into the gen- 
eral fund. You see that when incorporated 
into the constitution it became a perpetual 
tax which the Legislature could not abol- 
ish. 

STATUE OF LIMITATION. 

Judge Caton’s attention was directed to the 
following paragraph in THK TRIBUNE: 

The petitioners naturally resent the objection 
that their claims are barred by the statute of 
limitations, passed in 1847, unrepeaied, and pow 
a part of Chap. 26 of the Revised Statutes, un- 
der the head “Commission of Claims.”” Under 
the act of 1847 ali. persons with claims against 
the Stute were required to present them before 
Jun. 1, 1849, or they couid not be considered. 
sec. 4o0f that act further provided that “ bere- 
utter all unliquidated claims against the State 
sbali be proved up and filed as above within two 
years from the time such ciaim may have arisen; 
and any claim not presented and proved up as 
above and filed stiall be forever barred from 
payment by the State.” 

** What is your opinion of the Legislature’s 
right to repeal its statute of limitations ?”’ 

* | believe the Legislature has the right to 
repeal such statutes.” 

* Do you think the statute referred to in 
this vase should be repealed ?” 

‘*Notif there are no data different from 
that presented to the commission.” 

* THE SENTIMENTAL ARGUMENT. 

The sentimental argument of the present 
claimants was submitted to Judge Caton, as 
follows: 

* Upon no conceivable moral principle,” they 
say, **can it be held that the delinquency of the 
State to perform its duty should absolve it from 
the same duty. Sucha doctrine would reverse 
ail ethical ideas."’ \They also deny, as a propo- 
sition defensible upon no other principle than 
the subordjnation of right to might, the argu- 
ment that the c@ntractors, by their acceptance 
of the different forms of canal indebtedness, 
-Other tbau State bonds, and by the conversiun 
of the former into the latter thereby, as by a 
settiement with the State, extinguisbed ail their 
cluims involved in the same settlement. “* Under 
the circumstances,” they say, “the con-

**] cannot change my opinion that if there 
are no différent data no arzument tends to 
help their case. Of new cases [I can say 
nothing, nor will Il deny the justice of the 
sentiments there expressed in any case where 
right is subordinated to might.”’ 

There seems to be no help for the per- 
sistent claimants from any point 
“sound morality, equity, or good 
An examination 
of the list of claims shows no new ones, nor 
do the claimants profess to have any new 
data on which to demand a hearing. As no 
one ever questioned the honesty of a agg oe 
act of Judge Caton, and as the decisions on 
the claims were delivered with the same 
** morality, equity, and good conscience ” that 
would have prevailed from the Supreme 
bench, there doesn’t seem to be much oil of 
consolation around Chicago. Perhaps some 
future Democratic Legislature will find an 
oil-well, however, without recougse to * mor- 
ality, equity, and good conscience.” 


THE RAILROADS. 


Mr. Armour Not Uneasy About Dressed- 
Meat Shipments—-A Haliroad- Naan 
Says There is No Dauger of an Ad- 
vance in Kates, 

Mr. Philip D. Armour informed a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday that he did not propose to 
attend the special meeting of the joint Exec- 
utive Committee of the east-bound roads to 
be held in New York April 18 to setile the 
question of dressed-beef rate At a meeting 
of the agents of these roads in this city on 
Saturday statistics throwing light on the 
subject were obtained from the shippers, and 
will be forwarded to New York. Mr. Ar- 
mour said that the question concerned only 
fresh-meat packers, but that neither he him- 
self, nor Mr. Swift, nor Mr. Hammond 
had ary idea of attending the conference in 
New York. He could not anticipate the 
result of the meeting, but it was generally 
considered improbable that the rates on 
dressed beef would be advanced. It was a 
law of trade that the increasing popular de- 
mand for dressed beef should be supplied, 
find all the advocates of the live-stock in- 
terests in the country could not legislate 
the new industry out of existence. An 
attempt had been made last fall to raise 
the freight rates on dressed beef and thereby 
kill the trade, but the attempt was an abort- 
ive one. The question, Mr. Armour thought, 
was one that more nearly concerned the rail- 
cone men than the packers at the present 

ime. 


A RAILROAD MAN. 

A gentleman with an intimate knowledge 
of railway matters, who wished to have his 
name withheld, said: “itis no secret that 
at the meeting of the agentsof the east-bound 
roads in this city it was decided by a vote 
of four to three to recommend no increase 
in the freight rates on dressed beef. 
‘The interests of the Pennsy!vania Road are, 
of course, identical with those of live-stock 
men, because that line can carry stock to the 
East and use its ears tor coal and other 
treight in returning. The Grand Trunk and 
the Baltimore & Ohio Roads will resist any 
attempt to bring about an advance in the 
rates on dressed beef, which are now 60 per 
cent more than the live-stock rates.”’ 

‘*What if the rates should. be advanced?’ 

**ln such acontingency it is settled that 
two roads will withdraw from the pool.” 

* How do the Vanderbilt roads stand ?” 

“The Vanderbilt roads are neutral. For 
some time Mr. Vanderbilt favored the efforts 
of the live-stock mep to break up the dressed- 
beef business, but at present I have it on 
good authority that he is on the fenee. He 
recognizes the fact thatif the peovie in the 
East want dressed beef they will have it 
in spite of ali efforts to the contrary.” 


Discomiorts of Railroad Travel in En- 
giand., 

The London correspondent of the New 
York Tribune writes as follows regarding 
the discomforts of railroad travel in En- 
gland: 

If there is any short trip that is more uncom- 
fortabie than another in this wide world it is the 
trip in a cross secon coach between Liverpool 
and London on one of these coid, raw, foggy 
vigbts. There is an icy chilliness about the curs 
thut cannot be found elsewbere. Of course 
there is no fire, the only coucession to comfort 
being a can of hut water for your feet, putin on 
starting, and changed once on the trip. pets 
tu a freezing point in thirty minutes, and you 
might as well be shipmates with an icicle for all 
the comfort you get out of it. Let uo 
traveler coming this way omit his lap rugs. 
The current of cold air about bis legs and 
feet reuders ope or even twv § indis- 
penusable. I believe the ioundadon 
for more colds and sickness js laid on the trip io 
these cars from Liverpool to London for the 
American traveler just !anded from the steamer 
tban elsewbere in all Engiand. And itis no bet- 
ter ali over tbe country—e cars are all equal- 
ly comfortiess and cold. It is no season to 
travel in Eugiand. On one or two roads an at- 
tempt has been made to establish a few con- 
veniences (it must be borne in mind that the 
car in general use bas none at all), and in a littie 
pam pbiet distributed to the in-coming passen- 
gers most felicitous mention is made no iess 
than six times of the fact that the new cars 
have a “ lavatory.”’ The fact is not particular- 
ly astonishing to us, but they evidentiy expect 
us to be amazed, asifa lavatory inacar wasa 
concession to bring the public to its Enees in 
gratitude and admiration. 

Then as to riding of the English car, orcoach 
as they call it, and very properly, tor it still re- 
sembies the oid stave-conch, it is 80 close 
coupled and the tracks are so near together that 
there is ua “chug-cbhug’”’ motion far from pleas- 
ant. it does not roli as ours do, smoothly and 
easily, but gives an unpleasant idea that there 
is a mechanical antagonism between wheeisand 
rails. 

Then as for speed, the average is not higher 
than our own, an’ wheo the road-bed, weizbt 
of rail, solidity, and smoothness are compared 
there is no perceptible advantage over us. In 
fact, if it did not iooX like boasting, | would say 
that there is no roadin all Engiand to be com- 
pured to the Pennsylvania and many other 
ryuads out of New York. ‘To see an English train 
pullout with its inclosed tocomotive with a 
smoke-stack about tweive inches in diameter, 
bear its thin, puny whistie, and see 
the short, bobbing, low-roofed, nar- 
row little cars, makes it all seem like 
playing railroud. There is no dignity 
it, no idea of power, as when one of 
ponderous locorhotives gives its deep 
cough, and its whistiv raises you right out of 
your boots and inspires you with a sanguinary 
desire to cut the engineer’s throat. English 
roads cost double what ours do, aud one cannot 
see where. the superiority comes in. If we ex- 
pevded a8 much money on our roads they 
would be too luxurious; fhe whole community 
would break loose and travel continually; no- 
body wouid stay at bome. English first-class 
railroad fares are higher than ours, but the sec- 
ond and third cluss rates are a great con- 
venience and reliet—relief to the traveler of 
straitened means, and relief to the first-class 
passenger from the necessity of sitting in an at- 
mosphere redolent of bad tobacco, stale beer, 
onions, and cheese. You can pay your money 
and get a iittie exciusiveness, which, this being 
the only really free country that 1 know of, a 
man can indulge in without having a dozen 
newspapers bowling at him and being called a 
** pDlarsted aristocra t.”’ 


Indiana Ralliroad News. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 8.—[Special. ]— 
The Union depot question is 2 theme of 
constant speculation and of great interest to 
the people of Indianapolis. The action of 
the Union Railway Board in shutting out the 
Chicago & Indianapolis- Ait-Line from the 
privileges of the present depot, and the re- 
cently reported intention of asking all leas- 
ing lines to seek accommodations elsewhere, 
will have the effect of precipitating the eree- 
tion of another depot. The Air-Line people 
must have a place to r@eeive and shelter its 
patrons when passenger trains are put on, 
and the desire of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton management to do business with 
the Air-Line will most probably induce the 
two to build, and then leasing lines crowded 
out by the Union Railway Company will take 
apart with them in the erection of another 
Union depot. 

Judge Gresham will prepare a review of 
his recent decision in the case of Tyson,- 
trustee, etc., vs. the Wabash, St. Louis & Pa- 
cific Railroad Company. By this, instead of 
giving personal judgment against the com- 
pany for the amount of the bonds and inter- 
est, now about $1,000,000, he will simply de-. 
clare that the bonds are a charge against the 
road, subject to alli the liens executed prior 
to their issuing; in other words, that the Wa- 
bash, St. Louis & Pacific Company took the 
old Toledo, Wabash & Western Road subject 
to the incumbrance. 

George A. Sanderson, formerly General 
Freight Agent of the Indianapulis, Decatur 
& Springfield, row connected in the same ca- 
pacity with the Mexican National, has been 
appointed to a similar position on the Toledo, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis Narrow-Gauge. The
